rpHE Resolution that "This 
House Favours the So- 
cialization of Medicine" was 
upheld by a majority of -10 at 
the Debating Union's Jlock 
Parliament held in the Union 
Ballroom yesterday evening. 
Approximately 170 people at- 

tended the rarllamcnt. The final vote 
does not account for alt of these mem- 
bci^s, the iirid witticisms of eerlalr. 
speakers having thinned the House of 
all save a hardy few. 

Undoubtedly tho deciding factor 
contributing to the Oovemmcnl's vic- 
tory was the speech of Israel SImburg. 
Medical Student. Simburg summed up 
and clarified the Government's position 
so aptly that all Morton Godinc's for- 
ensic ability could not stem tho tide of 
defcrlcrs from tho Opposition ranks. 
Leon Smart, Prime Minister, defined 
the isstic before tho House ns *'a meas- 
ure to make available to every Cana- 
dian curative and- preventative care,' 
irrespective of their ability to pay, and 
to protect practitioners of , medicine 
and those asBOciated w;ith them, tind to 
assure them of reasonable' remunera- 
tion for their services." He then out- 
lined the history of socialized medicine 
to demonstrate that the trend of all 
governments had been some measure 
of socialisation. 

Incrcaw In Taxation 

Helen McMaster, second speaker for 
the Government, emphasized the pres- 
ent crying need for socialization. Un- 
der the pre.sent system, medical pro- 
vision is unequally distributed, work- 
ing men find facilities beyond their 
means, and charlatanism is allowed to 
flourish unchecked, she said. 

Jack Edward, leader of tho Opposi- 
tion, comniento'l on the vast Increaf^ 
In taxation which would be ncccssarj' 
to Introduce socialization, and pointed

B. Collip. head of the 
neparlmcnt of Blochcniistry, 
according to an unofficial report 
yesterday has been awarded tho 
Carncron prize for 1037 by the 
Senate of Kdlnburgh UnlversHy. 

The amird is niado anniinlly, if 
the Senate thinks the reward Just- 
ified, to a person who In tho five 
years Immediately preceding ha.s 
' made any highly Important and 
\'alu.ihlo addition to practical ther- 
apeutics. The winner of the prizo 
may bo required to deliver a lecture 
of course of lectures on, or to pub- 
lish as the Senate may prescribe, 
an accoiuit of his contribution to 
practical thernpeutlcs. The Camer- 
on prize a.sldo from vthr<,honour it 
' .carries with it has a monetary 
value of approximately $1,000.

He will broadcast the 
first progranimc from a coal mine in 
Sydney, N.s., on Thtirsday, February 
■t, at O.oO p.m. The coal mine extends 
cut under the sea and tho broadcast 
will bo made from the deepest part ot 
tho mine which is three miles from 
the Xova Scotlan coast und^r several 
hundred feet ot water. ■ 

Special equipment is necessary in 
order to accomplish this feat iof broad 
casting technique because of the dan 
gcr of sparks in tho coal mine. A Une 
Is run to tho lop of tho mine where 
tho power unit of the transmitter is 
located.

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'New Republic' Slights 
Throne, Irks Officials 

Toronto University Library Places Ban on New Republic 
For Article About English Royal Family — Varsity 
StiidcnlM RcHcnt Action 

(By the Canadian University Press) 
TORONTO, Jan. 26.— (By Wire)— Revelation of the la? 
* cellation of its subscription lo the "New Repubfic". 
American critical magazine, by University of Toronto Lib- 
rary authoriliés, because of an alleged libel of the British 
Royal Family in the issue of January 6th, led yesterday to a 
serious situation on the campus of the U. of T., when stud- 
ents actively protested the action of the officials. 

W. S. Wallace, librarian of the University of Toronto, 
in a letter to the "New Republic" which appears currently in 
that magazine, draws the subscription to a close becau.se of 
an "uncharitable attack on the British Royal Family in Mr. 
Brailsford's asinine article on 'England After the Crisis' in 
the issue of January 6". Brailsford is a well-known writer, 
and English correspondent for the New Republic. 

ARTICLE REVEALED 

The article under question contained a series of impres- 
sions of the situation in England, post-crisis, and carried 
some strong statements such as "an effort will be made, 
of course, with all the resources of official propaganda back- 
ed by commercial interests, to popularize the new King. 
Probably it will fail." 

"The reflection that the Kingly job can be filled satis- 
factorily only by a dull and negative personality lies too near 
the surface to escape the simplest man's perception," Brails- 
ford ctnmented. 

Dwelling on the reaction of the average Englishman 
to the abdication, the author declared "one heard much also 
that IS unprintable, which reflected a general opinion that 
this family is physically effete." 

STUDEiNT ACTION 
The University of Toronto Library's censure of the New 
Republic was not endorsed by the undergraduates of the 
university. It appeared that definite disapproval would be 
voiced in one of two direct manners. Either the students 
would themselves donate the magazine to the university 
library and demand its acceptance, or they would attempt 
to have the university authorities themselves reinstate the 
magazine. It may be that the action taken wiU be other than 
> ocif erous. » 

The "New Republic" is perhaps the most proletarian and 
anti-Hearst of weeklies in the United States. Although the 
paper is quite guarded in its articles on the Soviet, and does 
not definitely boost their policies, it says that "we shall be

MUSIC 



YESTERDAY ilr. Edward Erady, Field 
Secretary of the I.S.S., spoke in Moyse 
Hall on the International situation. His 
speech was interesting and in.structivo. 
Mr. Bradby spoke authoritatively on con- 
ditions, and especially student conditions, 
in Europe. While his visit was well ad- 
vertised and while his organization is 
fairly well known at McGill it is remark- 
able tliat there were not more in ^loysc 
Hall to hoar the address. 

The reason for this lack of interest is 
merely one manifestation of a deeper and 
more significant -factor in the life of the 
students in North America. American 
student.*, speaking in the broad sense, arc 
extremely ignorant of world and even 
domestic conditions. This situation is 
worse in some centres than others. 

At McGill we doubt very much if there 
are a hundred students who could give a 
logical and fairly accurate description of 
what is going on in Europe today, even as 
depicted in the daily press. We doubt if 
there are five hundred students at the 
University who could present a true pic- 
ture of tha economic and political condi- 
tions in Canada — in fact we doubt very 
much if there is any large number of 
undergraduates on this campus who could 
outline the ideas which are prevalent 
amongst the French Canadian people of 
our own city. 

Such ignorance is disgusting. We hope 
to train people in our University to be 
sound citizens and we are surely failing if 
the students graduate after four years 
without an% or very little idea of what is 
happening in their own province. The 
responsibility is two fold. If we are going 
to have a well informed group of gj-aduates 
we must train the students today how to 
observe news — we must" give them a true 
picture of national and international poli- 
cies and jieoples — we mui?t train the 
youth to read the news, and to see it in its 
true light. What we need is a course in 
international affairs or foreign policy. 

But action on the part of the academic 
authorities alone will do little good. There 
must be williTigness on the part of the 
students to learn what is being taught. It 
is evident that even th<^ most helpful teach- 
ers cannot teach unwilling pupils. 

Today at McGill there are excellent 
courses in the Government of Canada, and 
in Canadian Economic and Social prob- 
lems. How many attend these courses? 

The result of tliis i.sulationism i.s ap- 
parejit. An apparent sign of tlii.s indiffer- 
ence is the lack of interest shown in an in- 
ternatiônal event such as the si)eech of Mr. 
Bradby. But the result.? are far worse 
than t)io lucra indications. They are far 
reaching. 31any people, sujjpoiiedly educ- 
ated, leavt the Univer.^ity with no know- 
ledge of how the countj-y i.s governed, oi' 
what ails socity. These people are the 
very ones wlio ci-iticise the government — 
these people are the voters who control the 
country. Tliese aie the ))eoijIe who. because 
of lack of adequate knowledge and under- 
standing breed an ugly .spirit of jjrovin-

II came to pass thai once upon a time a 
Canadian college student who was, interest- 
ed in matters mnsical decided to augment 
his academic education by a session at a 
Vniversity in Germany. It so happened, 
that I have been able to secure a letter 
written by him, which I think to be of 
sufficient interest to print in this column. 
The letter follows.

W^HEN 1 desêiîcd you for Gçrmany 1 promised to 
report at intervals. This pleasant l.itk bas been 
delayed unlil Chriiitmas time, larsely so that U 
might b'c performed on the right side of the German 
frontier. Criticism in Germany has assumed a 
spcci.-.lizoJ form and function. Independent comment 
of the .stamp in which you yourself are accustomed 
to iiidulpe is not only frowned upon, but adequately 
covered by the Criminal Code, 

Jn thii fi.'St five weeks in Germany 1 heard witli 
un;irecp,'Jenti<l pleasure a good deal of excellent 
niusic. It is out oC the question'to review all of this 
music in any ljut a Beneral way. If lime and .space 
permit al the end of this letter 1 may attempt to 
go into detail, but first J imagine that you would 
be more interested in a quick sketch of German 
music In relation to current German movements 
and mentality. 

]n the first place^it must be realized tlial even 
music has taken its place alongside every, oilier 
pliase of German life In the tremendotis racio- 
national movement which brought Jlltler into power. 
German concert audiences like meaty iirog-i-amnie— 
two or tiirec big works, no frivolity of tiie Hol.st, 
Ravel, IJax, or Jlimnky-Korsakoff type. The meat 
itself 1.S OOTo German ic. In ten concerts, aiwrt from 
Alfred Corlol who mixed Chopin and Dcbu.tsy wilh 
iiis Schununn, I did' not hear a note of foreign 
music. 'J'lie an.swer of the people i«: "We like our 
cla.s.slcB and utjr tomanlics. They are the boil music 
in tJie world. We undtrstund them. Why should we 
play music foreign to our taslesV" ^ 

Of the new iiiu.sii; being written, most Is helped 
by i!jp ijovi-iDMient. Aid is given to young artlats 
ill any fi< iJ, pi ovided I hey aro sufficiently imbued 
with Di. (Juebbels's ideals. Moat of the new music 
Seems derived from the native to bombastio sections 
of UlOiard Stiauss's work, or is sweetened In liie 
furtive manner of Honseggcr, Ail the more radical 
modern tiend.s fustt j*;'! by genlleintii like RlokowaiO 



the- above-mentioned conditions are ainiast Identical 
for both. ' 

JMusli' li.i.^ foit'il livllcr tliiui lliii sisler nrly. 
rirstly it dues nut lend itself nu obviously to 
propaganda, ns do tlio. stai,'o and scrcoii. Secondly, 
its roolH aro deeper. Aluiic will .survive foi' a lone 
time In Germany on the .superb musical trndltiun. 
We all rccosnUo th« hifih rating of llio great Gor- 
man composers, but one must live In the country 
to appredato the uniform excellence of the psiform- 
ers, uiul the highly-developed receplivo power.s of 
the audiences— to German music, i recall a purely 
classical symphony concert conducted by Adolf 
Monnerlch, assisted by an unknown .solo planiste 
named Staria landes. Tim programme Consisted of 
It newly-recovered Haydn flyini>hony, the D minor 
Mor.art concerto, iiiid lloelhovcn's first. !3oatH sold 
al thirty cents. The hall wai packed with an extr«- 
ordinary mixed gatlicrliij;, ranglfig from long-facod 
school mistresses to blank-faced soldier boys. The 
actual performance had a simple perfection which 
raised niy reverence for the ol<l favourites by an- 
other fifty percent. The audiencn was enthralled as 
only good listeners arc. For an hour one forgot the 
swastika. This sort of thing i* the backbone of 
Orrman nuisic. 

Somewhat différent In spirit are the concerts of 
the symphony scries being conducted by Richard 
Strauss. One cannot evade Iho suggcalion of In- 
genuity on the part of the director of Arts and 
rropaganda, tho wily Ur. Gocbbels. These monthly 
concerts aro designed with a plan. They open with 
a neclhoveii symphony, presumably the clima.Y of 
German music In classical form. Then follows a 
Liszt composition, to celebrate the jubilee of Strauss's 
most important German protrenltor. Finally another 
doKen players Join the orchestra, to help with a 
crowning glory from the pen of Strauss himself. 
In tho December concert the maestro burled the 
Fourth Symphony and "Lea Preludes" under the 
thunder of his "Slnfonla Domcstica". '.riie kindest 
thing to say, about this huge composition Is to call 
It a glorification of the Teuton al home. 

After the concert, as one watched cheering 
hundreds push the "dean of modern music" into 
hia >fercedcs. one wondered whether to label the 
performance "to the glory of Richard Strauss", or 
to. go a littlp further. Wandering off to a cafe one 
sought desperately to reclaim a few bars of poor 
Beethoven from beneath the bluster of liis acclaimed 
descendant. One recalled seeing two elderly people, 
for whose mental and musical balance one has 
great respect, quietly .slipirfng away In the iniev. 
mission. There are still people who know the place 
of music. It Is not in this field thai. the great causes 
for concern are to be found. 

A word about the opera. Tiie National Theatre 
of ilunieh staecs an opera every night throughout 
the long winter season. Quality is high despite the 
rarity of star.s. Only German and Italian operas 
are played, no French or Russian. Any new work, 
such as ReuUer's "Dr. Faustus", is broadcast 
nationwide, with an approprktteicommeniary. 

I.,egltimato music being such 'a serious matter, the 
lighter offerings In cafes and beerhalls play a very 
Important role. One of the most lovable and ixtradox- 
leal traits of the modern German student la -his 
cntlmsiasm for all that Is most saccharine in Tin- 
Pan Alley jazz. Dance bauds, play walticea and 
tangos very well. llumbu.s ai'e forbidden as repres- 
enting the output of degenerate crossing of races. 
But tiicy are popular ail tlic same when glibly an- 
nounced as fox-trots. Tho same bands piay jazz with 
odd solemnity and mediocre effect. "You are my 
lucky star" is the universal favourite at present, 
followed ft close second by "The muslo goes round 
and round", I'o.sitlvcly tho latest number noted is 
"Goody, Koody". Appar«nt!y a piece seizes the Ger- 
man fancy approximately one year after Us* demise 
in America. 

Now, old boy, l>elng on the eve of returning Into 
Wondfiriund. I imi.sl for.saUii tlii.s Iclsui'ely ramble 
In favour of iiaLKliis iinil sleep. MiiUe no mistake 
about the vllaiity of Ciemian music. II i.s one of tho 
greatest fascinations of llfti in tho country.

The mol Ion was ad- 
journed for further con-sidrriition,
